BASIC INTB!I.I.TCT!?^E - Suggost that the definition end at the 
words "general interest,” Inherently the phrase 
carries no connotation of being the "best available;" 
any such evaluation would have to be conveyed by 
additional annotation. 

CURREIIT INTOLLIGHTCS - The word "spot" is journalese, if not 
slang, in the sense in which you have used it. "Current" 
seems the logical word but would be tsutological in your 
definition; "new" or "recent" might serve. Do you not 
somewhat deny your own definition of intelligence when 
you omit evaluation and interpretation of informction? 

I suggest you simply delete the word "spot" and after 
the word intelligence insert "comma known to be up- 
to-date comma" and delete all after the word "staffs."
